Miss Dever is one of W ellsville^ most 
accomplished young ladies. 
She g rid 
uated ffom the high school with the 
class of 1896 and then entered the 
W estern Reserve college in Cleveland, 
from where she graduated with 
high 
honors. She is also possessed of much 
musical talent. 
A letter w ritten by 
her describing the life of 
a school 
teacher in the Philippines follows: 
Legaspi, Albay Prov.. Luzon, P. I. 
My Dear Friends: 
After being tossed about on land and 
sea for two and one-half m onths, I 
was washed ashore at the beautiful 
seaport town. Legaspi. 
However, the 
tossing could not have been more gen­ 
tle, nor could I have been washed 
ashore at a more desirable spot. 
W hat could be better than to live 
in a city situated at the head of a 
beautiful bay and uifder the shadow of 
a fine volcanic mountain, and in a city 
whose 
inhabitants 
are 
hospitable, 
agreeable—in every way interesting? 
I expected to live in a nipa shack when 
I came to the Philippines, but instead 
I am living in a fine fram e house built 
after the Spanish fashion. 
The Filipino mind is not creative, 
but on the other hand it is imitative. 
I never had a greater incentive to live 
well than now, for I know th at every 
word L speak J shall hear again, and 
every act I perform will be imitated. 
How straight a man should walk when 
a child nation is watching his every 
movement. 
Last night I was urged to 
play the guitar, and not wishing to 
offend them I did the best I could. In 


a very few m inutes the room was filled 
with Filipinos, Among them were two 
native musicians, one a young boy who 
played the violin very well. The other 
was an old blind man who was very 
skillful in playing on an instrum ent 
very sim ilar to the guitar. 
After a 
short tim e we were able to play to 
gether fairly well. 
Then they wished 
to hear some American songs, and as 
I did not wish to offend, I again did 
the best I could. 
After singing a song 
once they were able to play it perfect 
ly. 
I mean 
perfectly as I sang 
it 
which was very imperfectly. 
They a1 
ready know’ some American songs. The 
ones they like best are “Hot Time.’ 
and “After the Ball.” 
L ast sum m er 
th e Fresh Air camp children*used to 
disturb my slum bers at 4 and 5 o’clock 
in the morning singing "T here’ll Be 
Hot Time In Manila.” 
I was obliged 
to hear “A Hot Tim e” whenever 
funeral passed, for it is a favorite 
funeral m arch, and now in Legaspi 
m ust not only listen to th at song, but 
m ust play and sing it while I wipe the 
perspiration from my brow. 
But 
notw ithstanding 
“The 
Hot 
Tim e” ^Legaspi is an exceedingly pleas- 
and place in which to live. I believe I 
m ust have had a previous existence iii 
which I was a Filipino, for. I feel so 
much at home among these people. 
I shall ever be grateful to President 
Thwing for giving me the opportunity 
to come here. 
This is w’ork I enjoy. 
The children are bright and w ant to 
learn, so it is a pleasure to teach 
them. 
I would be very glad if you would 
send me a few bright, inexpensive pic­ 
tures to hang upon the bare walls of 
my school room. 
I have great hopes for the Filipino. 
Do not think of him as being treacher­ 
ous and cruel, as he is so often pictur­ 
ed to us by the soldiers, but as one ex­ 
ceedingly courteous and willing to be 
taught, having a good sense of humor 
and a love of music. 
Are not these 
qualities sufficient to commend him to 
us?

islands 


was Miss Myrtle Dever. of Wellsville. 
Miss Dever is one of W ellsville^ m ost 
accom plished young ladies. 
She g rad ­ 
uated from the high school with the 
class of 1896 and then entered the 
W estern R eserve college in Cleveland, 
from w here she graduated with 
high 
honors. She is also possessed of much 
musical talent. 
A letter w ritten by 
her describing the life of 
a school 
teach er in the Philippines follows: 
Legaspi, Albay Prov.. Luzon, P. I. 
My Dear Friends: 
After boing tossed about on land and 
sea for two and one-half m onths, I 
was washed ashore a t th e beautiful 
seaport town. Legaspi. 
However, the 
tossing could not have been m ore gen­ 
tle, nor could I have been washed 
ashore at a m ore desirable spot. 
W hat could be better than to live 
in a city situated at the head of a 
beautiful bay and tuftier the shadow of 
a fine volcanic mountain, and in a city 
whose 
inhabitants 
are 
hospitable, 
agreeable— in every way interesting? 
I expected to live in a nipa shack when 
I cam e to the Philippines, but instead 
I am living in a fine fram e house built 
after the Spanish fashion. 
The Filipino mind is not creative, 
but, on the other hand it is imitative. 
I never had a g reater incentive to live 
well than now, for I know th a t every 
word E speak J shall h ear again, and 
every act I perform will be imitated. 
How straight a man should walk when 
a child nation is watching his every 
movement. 
Last night I was urged to 
play the guitar, and not wishing to 
offend them I did the best I could. In 
a very few minutes the room was filled 
with Filipinos, Among them w ere two 
native musicians, one a young boy who 
played the violin very well. The other 
was an old blind man who was very 
skillful in playing on an instrum ent 
very sim ilar to the guitar. 
After a 
short tim e we were able to play to­ 
gether fairly well. 
Then they wished 
to hear som e American songs, and as 
I did not wish to offend, I again did 
the best I could. 
A fter singing a song 
once they were able to play it perfect­ 
ly. 
I m ean 
perfectly as I sang 
it, 
which was very imperfectly. 
They al­ 
ready know some American songs. Tile 
ones they like best are “H ot Tim e,” 
and “A fter the Ball.” 
Last sum m er 
th e Fresh Air cam p children*used to 
disturb my slum bers a t 4 and 5 o’clock 
in the m orning singing "T h ere’ll Be a 
Hot Tim e In Manila.” 
I was obliged 
to h ear “A H ot Tim e” w henever a 
funeral passed, for it is a favorite 
funeral march, and now in Legaspi I 
m ust not only listen to th a t song, but 
m ust play and sing it while I wipe the 
perspiration from my brow. 
But 
notw ithstanding 
“The 
Hot 
T im e” ^Legaspi is an exceedingly pleas- 
and place in which to live. I believe I 
m ust have had a previous existence in 
which I was a Filipino, for, I feel so 
m uch at home among these people. 
I shall ever be grateful to P resident 
Thw ing for giving m s the opportunity 
to come here. 
This is work I enjoy. 
T he children are bright and w ant to 
learn, so it is a pleasure to teach 
them. 
I would be very glad if you would 
send me a few bright, inexpensive pic­ 
tures to hang upon the bare walls of 
my school room. 
I have great hopes for the Filipino. 
Do not think of him as being treach er­ 
ous and cruel, as he is so often pictur­ 
ed to us by the soldiers, but as one ex­ 
ceedingly courteous and willing to be 
taught, having a good sense of hum or 
and a love of music. 
Are not these 
qualities sufficient to com mend him to 
us?

W e are finding th a t light fr o sts, not 
sufficient to kill leaves, greatly facil­ 
itate llieir coloration by causing an in­ 
crease w ithin them of a norm al chem ­ 
ical ferm ent, which attack s th e color 
com pounds or color generators in the 
cells. 
We ore finding that the oxida­ 
tion of these color com pounds by this 
ferm ent causes the various shades of 
color, especially tin* purples, oranges. 
etc. The yellows are norm ally present 
in tile leaf.

In the glare of electric lights George 
Bollinger of Cap* Girardeau, 
Mo., 
was pursued right into the streets of 
that town a few weeks ago by a pack 
of hungry wolves. The pursuit began 
anil ended within sight of the arc 
lamp on the summit of the county 
building. 
Not 
until he was fairly 
among the houses of his fellow towns­ 
people did Bollinger dare slacken his 
pace or his pursuers turn aside. 
The woods come close to Cape Girar­ 
deau, and small game is always plenti­ 
ful among the hardwood trees of the 
bottom lands that reach there from 
the Mississippi to the St. Francis riv­ 
er. 
Never before have turkeys, rab­ 
bits and squirrels been so numerous as 
they are today. 
Coons and possums 
also are plentiful, and with the ap­ 
proach of Thanksgiving day Bollinger, 
who is one of Cape Girardeau’s most 
noted hunters, decided that the time 
was ripe for a general slaughter of 
coons. He had an idea that if he stay­ 
ed until dawn he might bring in a few 
wild turkeys also. Ile was moved to 
this belief by his success the week be­ 
fore In getting six turkeys in a single 
day. 
So. calling his two hounds and 
getting his Winchester shotgun, he set 
out for the tall timber. 
Four miles from the center of Cape 
Girardeau is the Alt deadening. A 
“deadening" is a tract of timber in 
which the trees have been either cut 
or ringed so that they will die for lack 
of sap and so be easily burned. The 
Alt deadening is a large tract that 
forms the edge of an unbroken bolt of 
woodland extending far down through 
southern Missouri into Arkansas. In 
the southern portion the woods are dry 
this year, and fire lias been running for 
hundreds of miles through the fallen 
leaves, driving the game before it. Red 
deer, black bear and wolves are among 
the prominent denizens of that section, 
and many of them moving out before 
the fire went up into Missouri. 
It was the vanguard of these that 
got on the trail of Bollinger. Ile had 
just got track of a coon and was listen­ 
ing to the baying of his hounds when 
he caught mingling with it a long howl 
that struck terror to his heart. It was 
the howl of a wolf, and in a minute it 
was answered by many others. 
At that time the wolves were “up the 
wind” from Bollinger, and he hoped 
they would not get scent of him. He 
could not call his dogs, but he started 
as fast as he could out of the timber. 
The dogs heard the howling, too, and 
turned back and soon joined him, and 
together they came out of the edge of 
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C om m encing 
Monday, January 13; 1902.

“I’ve been having tile tim e of my life. 
I tell you,” said tho suburbanite gloom­ 
ily to his city friend at lunch. .

Never before have turkeys, rab­ 
bits aud squirrels been so numerous as 
they are today. 
Coons and possums 
also are plentiful, and with Hie ap­ 
proach of Thanksgiving day Bollinger, 
who is one of Cape Girardeau’s most 
noted hunters, decided that the time 
was ripe for a general slaughter of 
coons. Ile had an idea that if lie stay­ 
ed until dawn he might bring in a few 
wild turkeys a lso . 
Ile was moved to 
this belief by bis success the week be­ 
fore in getting six turkeys iii a single 
day. 
So, calling Ids two hounds and 
getting Lis W inchester shotgun, lie set 
out for tile tall timber. 
Four miles from the center of Cape 
Girardeau Is the Alt deadening. A 
“deadening" is a tract id' timber in 
which the trees have been either cut 
or ringed so that they will die for lack 
of nap and so be easily burned. The 
Alt deadening is a large tract that 
forms the edge of an unbroken belt of 
woodland extending far down through 
southern Missouri into Arkansas. 
In 
the southern portion the woods are dry 
this year, and fire bas been running for 
hundreds of miles through the fallen 
leaves, driving the game before it. Red 
deer, black hear and wolves are among 
the prominent denizens of that section, 
and many of them moving out before 
the fire went lip Into Missouri. 
It was the vanguard of those that 
got on tho trail of Bollinger. Ile had 
just got track of a cowl aud was listen­ 
ing to the baying of his hounds when 
he caught mingling with it a long howl 
that struck terror to his heart. It was 
the howl of a wolf, and in a minute it 
was answered by many others. 
At that time the wolves were “up the 
wind” from Bollinger, and he hoped 
they W’o u ld not get scent of him. He 
could not call his dogs, but he started 
as fast as he could out of the timber. 
The dogs heard the howling, too, and 
turned back and soon joined him, and

The wolves 
came as far as the edge of the town 
and there turned back. 
Farm ers on the edge of the city have 
lost over forty hors in the last few 
flays, and many sheep have been killed. 
A posse will probably be organized to 
hunt for and exterminate the wolves.

Learn— The Young Lady Has High 
Hopes of the Future of the People 
of the Islands. 


Among the thousand school teach­ 
ers who left the state of Ohio early 
last fall for the Philippine 
islands 
was Miss Myrtle Dever. of Wellsville. 
Miss Dever is one of Wellsville’* most 
accomplished young ladies. She grad­ 
uated from the high school with the 
class of 1896 and then entered the 
Western Reserve college in Cleveland, 
from where she graduated with 
high 
honors. She is also possessed of much 
musical talent. 
A letter written by 
her describing the life of 
a school 
teacher in the Philippines follows: 
Legaspi, Albay Prov., Luzon. P. I. 
My Dear Friends: 
After being tossed about on land and 
sea for two and one-half months, I 
was washed ashore at the beautiful 
seaport town, Legaspi. 
However, the 
tossing could not have been more gen­ 
tle, nor could I have been washed 
ashore at a more desirable spot. 
What could be better than to live 
in a city situated at the head of a 
beautiful bay and uifder the shadow of 
a fine volcanic mountain, and in a city 
whose 
inhabitants 
are 
hospitable, 
agreeable—in every way interesting? 
I expected to live in a nipa shack when 
I came to the Philippines, but instead 
I am living In a fine frame house built 
after the Spanish fashion. 
The Filipino mind is not creative, 
but on the other hand it is imitative. 
I never had a greater incentive to live 
well than now, for I know that every 
word L speak J shall hear again, and 
i very act I perform will be imitated. 
How straight a man should walk when 
a child nation is watching his every 
movement. 
Last night I was urged to 
play the guitar, and not wishing to 
offend them I did the best I could. In 
a very few minutes the room was filled 
with Filipinos, Among them were two 
native musicians, one a young boy who 
played the violin very well. Tho other 
was an old blind man who was very 
skillful in playing on an instrument 
very similar to the guitar. 
After a 
short time we were able to play to­ 
gether fairly well. 
Then they wished 
to hear some American songs, and as 
I did not wish to offend, I again did 
the best I could. 
After singing a song 
once they were able to play it perfect* 
ly. 
I mean 
perfectly as I sang 
it, 
which was very imperfectly. 
They al­ 
ready know some American songs. The 
ones they like best are “Hot Time,” 
and “After the Ball.” 
Last summer 
the Fresh Air camp chlldreneused to 
disturb my slumbers at 4 and 5 o’clock 
in the morning singing “There’ll Be a 
Hot Time In Manila.” 
I was obliged 
to hear "A Hot Time" whenever a 
funeral passed, for it is a favorite 
funeral march, and now in Legaspi I 
must not only listen to that song, but 
must play and sing it while I wipe the 
perspiration from my brow. 
But 
notwithstanding 
“The 
Hot 
Time” tLegaspi is an exceedingly pleas- 
and place in which to live. I believe I 
must have had a previous existence in 
which I was a Filipino, for, I feel so 
much at home among th ese people. 
I shall ever be grateful to President 
Thwing for giving nu* the opportunity 
to come here. This is work I enjoy. 
The Children are bright and want to 
learn, so it is a pleasure to teach 
them. 
I would be very glad if you would 
send me a few bright, inexpensive pic­ 
tures to hang upon the bare walls of 
my school room. 
I have great hopes for the Filipino. 
Do not think of him as being treaeher- 
ous and cruel, as he is so often pictur­ 
ed to us by the soldiers, but as one ex­ 
ceedingly courteous and willing to be 
taught, having a good sense of humor 
and a love of music. Are not these 
qualities sufficient to commend him to 
us?

At the Instance of a 
number of friends I was induced to 
make this application. 
By force of 
circumstances, I was in 
a 
position 
where I could have accepted the office 
and given it my entire attention, 
it 
was, too, a position most congenial to 
my tastes and to which I had given no 
little study. 
I also recongntr.ed the face it 
an office to honor the 
person 
would seek to honor the office. I have. 
however, not a word of complaint to 
offer at the action of the board; they 
doubtless have made a most excellent 
selection; and, it behooves the pat­ 
rons of the library to give her their 
most cordial cooperation and support. 
The 
librarian, 
however, 
cannot 
make the library. 
This will depend 
upon the people at large. All can give 
it their moral support, and there are 
hut few who cannot, aid it in 
practical way. 
It is upon the 
point I wish to make a suggestion. 
Then* are many homes in East Liv- 
erpool In which books are found. Some 
of them by chanco have fallen Into 
the hands of the owner and no value 
is attached to them. 
Others 
have 
been read ami reread and 
are 
no 
longer wanted. 
Why not donate them 
to our Carnegie library? 
One could 
give a single volume, another, half a 
dozen; another, perhaps, a score. The 
name 
of the donor can be Inscribed 
within: ‘‘Presented to the Carnegie li­ 
brary b y 
•” 
There are, too, many outside per­ 
sons, including publishers of books and 
periodicals, and certain public institu­ 
tions who would consider it a privilege 
to help the cause of the library by 
donations or otherwise, if theii atten­ 
tion were hut called to It, 
Hy ti little effort along these lines 
on the part of its friends I believe it 
la possible in a short time to double 
the number of volumes now found in 
our public library, which, it Ib hoped. 
will form the nucleus of the Carnegie 
library and at lit th* or no expense to 
the board of trustees. 
lf their resources will warrant it. 
It is doubtless the purpose 
of 
the 
board before the library is formally 
opened to tilt' public, to authorize the 
purchase of a fresh installment 
of 
books, 
including 
certain 
standard 
works of reference, without which no 
public library can be la a good work­ 
ing condition or fulfil its mission. 
At all events, it is understood the 
new building win. within a few weeks, 
be ready for occupancy, 
when 
the 
work of classifying and cataloguing 
ail books under the control 
of 
the 
board will at once be ordered. 
So 
that it is none too soon to agitato 
the question of the creation of a ll- 
brary—that the library itself 
when 
open to the public may make as credi­ 
table a showing as possible, ami the 
printed catalogue be as complete and 
comprehensive as possible. 
We don't want a body 
without a 
soul 
a mere shell, however beautiful, 
only to betray the public trust for the 
want of the jewel within. Let us have 
a library that Is 
‘‘Not a dream 
Hut a substantial world, both pure 
and good; 
Round which, with tendrils strong as 
flesh and blood, 
(fur knowledge and our happiness will 
grow."

botanists have attributed It to frosts. 
We are finding that light frosts, not 
sufficient to kill leaves, greatly facil­ 
itate their coloration by causing an kl- 
crease within them of a normal chem* 
leal ferment, which attacks the color 
compounds or color generators In the 
cells. 
We are finding that the oxida­ 
tion of these color compounds by this 
ferment causes the various shades of 
color, especially the purples, oranges, 
etc. The yellows are normally present 
in the leaf. 
"Autumn leaves containing sugar, 
such as the maples, sumacs, gums, etc.. 
easily oxidise ami thus form tho rich 
reds, purples and violets so beautiful 
to the eye. 
That Is why these, espe­ 
cially the hard maples, give the most 
beautiful autumn leaves. 
Autumnal 
c a k leaves do not attract admiration 
because they contain much tannin. 
The oxidation color of tannic acid is 
dli ty brown. 
Leaves which die quick­ 
ly never give autumnal colors."

Cool lair W a te r In Vlcaraffa*. 
“They have,” said a railroad man, “a 
primitive method of cooling water in 
Mexico and Central America. 
The 
principal is perfectly simple, but there 
is a certain knack about the thing that 
I have never known a white man to 
fully acquire. 
“ When a native iu one of the broiling 
hot little villages of interior N icaragua 
w ants to cool * mu* w ater, she fills a 
half gallon earthenw are ja r about two- 
thirds full. 
Parenthetically I say ‘she,’ 
because this is a task th a t requires 
more energy than any male Nicara­ 
guan was ever known to possess. 
The 
ja r is made of baked clay, and, not be­ 
ing glazed, is partially porous aud soon 
becomes moist on the outside. 
Two 
leather straps are firmly attached to 
the neck, aud, seizing these in her 
hands, she begins to rotate the Jar 
swiftly in the air. 
The mouth is wide 
open, but centrifugal action keep* the 
liquid from flying out. 
“The average native woman is frail 
and listless in appearance, but the en­ 
durance which they exhibit at this sort 
of calisthenics is marvelous. 
It Is 
about the sam e as swinging Indian 
clubs, aud I ain afraid to say how long 
I have seen them keep it up, lest you 
might set me down as a prize liar. 
Generally the lord and master lies in 
one corner of

In the glare of electric lights George 
Bollinger of Cape 
Girardeau, 
Mo.. 
was pursued right into the streets of 
that town a few weeks ago by a pack 
of hungry wolves. The pursuit began 
and ended within sight of the are 
lamp on the summit of the county 
building. 
Not 
until lie was fairly 
among the bouses of bis fellow towns­ 
people did Bollinger dare slacken bis 
pace or bis pursuers turn aside. 
The woods come close to Cape Girar­ 
deau, and small game h always plenti­ 
ful among the hardwood trees of the 
bottom lands that reach there from 
the Mississippi to the St. Francis riv­ 
er. 
Never before have turkeys, rab­ 
bits and squirrels been so numerous as 
they are today. 
Coons arid possums 
also are plentiful, and with the ap­ 
proach of Thanksgiving day Bollinger, 
who is one of Cape Girardeau’s most 
noted hunters, decided that the time 
was ripe for a general slaughter of 
coons. He had an idea that if lie stay­ 
ed until dawn be might bring In a few 
wild turkeys also. 
Ile was moved to 
this belief try his success the week be­ 
fore In getting six turkeys iii a single 
day. 
So. calling bis two bounds and 
getting bis Winchester shotgun, be set 
out for the tall timber. 
Four miles from the center of Cape 
Girardeau is the Alt deadening. A 
‘‘deadening” is a tract of timber in 
which the trees have been either cut 
or ringed so that they will die for lack 
of saji •*in<l so be easily burned. The 
Alt deadening is a large tract that 
forms the edge of an unbroken bolt of 
woodland extending far down through 
southern .Missouri into Arkansas. 
In 
the southern portion th** woods are dry 
this year, and fire has been miming for 
hundreds of miles through the fallen 
leaves, driving the game before it. Red 
deer, black bear and wolves are among 
the prominent denizens of tHat section, 
and many of them moving out before 
the fire went up Into Missouri. 
It was the vanguard of these that 
got on tho trail of Bollinger. Ho bad 
just got track of a coon aud was listen­ 
ing to the baying of ids hounds when 
he caught mingling with it a long bowl 
that struck terror to his heart. It was 
the howl of a wolf, and in a minute it 
was answered by many others. 
At that time the wolves were “up the 
wind’’ from Bollinger, and be hoped 
they would not get scent of him. He 
could not call his dogs, but he started 
as fast as lie could out of the timber. 
The dogs beard tiro howling, too, and 
turned back and soon joined him, and
